Hesnlt of the Conference In London —Text
of the New Treaty.

The protocols of the late conference concern-
isg the navigation of the Black Sea were laid
vefore the Eu*lllh House of Commons late on
the night of March 17, The first sitting was
held on January 3, the fifth and last but one on
March 15, Lord Granville therein read, article
by article, the draft treaty annexed to the Third
Frotocol, and, after some discussion with respect
10 minor pointe of phraseology, and to the scope
of the jurisdiction of the Danube Commisslon,
the followlog articles were agreed upon as those
which were to form the new treaty: —

Article 1. Articles 11, 18, and 14 of the Treaty of
Paris of March 20, 1886, as well as the special con-
veotion concluded between the Sablime Porte and
Nussia, and aunexed to the sald article 14, are abiro-
pated and re{_]md by the followlng articles:—

Arilole®, The principle of the closing of the
Eiralts of the Dardanclles and Bosphorus, such as

THE UNIVERSITY RACE.
————

The Grand Bount Race Between the Oxford
and Cambridge Crews—Another Victory
for Cambridge.

Despatohes published elsewhere state that the
annpual boat race between the crews of the two great
English univers ties, Oxford and Cambridge, took
place on the Thames this morning, resuiting in a
victory for Cambridge. The first contest betwoen
the crews of the two nniversities took place in 1820,
The course then rowed over was the Henley, and
Oxford was successful, Nothing further 18 recorded
of them until 1886, when they appeared on the
course from Westminster to Patney, Cambridge
winning. In 1889, '40, 41, and 48 races were pulled
over the last-Ramed course, Cambridge winning the
first four. In 1545 the present Patney-to-Mortlake
course was chosen, which has regularly every year
since been used, the start being somet.mes from
Mortlake and sometimes from Patney,

The famous international race between Oxford
and Harvard was contested Aungust 27, 1868, The
course stretched from Patoey to Mortlake, on the
I'hames, and the race was won by Oxford by one
and a half langths. ‘Time, 22 min. 40} sec,

It will be observed that previous to 1580 Cambridge
won ten races, while OxXford had the best of seven
only. From 1861 to 1869 inclusive Oxford was inva-
riably successful, the defeats sustained by Cam-
bridge in 1868 and 1569 especially being fairly over-
whelming. All England 18 aconstomed to take sides
on the University boat race, as it does on the Derby,
and s0 accustomed had the public become to the
result of the contests and the faulty method of the
Cambridge style of rowing, that an even Wager was
not thought of, In 1870, when the 1lie again turned
in favor of Cambridge, Oxford found hundreds of
backers at £11 to £8, and even greater odds. The
result of last year's race was, indeed, o great sur-
prise, as {3 probably the end of to-day's contest,

Thne aggregate welght of the m=2n in the Oxford
hoat in to-day's race was exactly 100 stone, the ave-
rage being 12 stone 7 1b,, which 18 the highest ave.
rage known since the lnter-umiversity race was frst
estaolished. The aggregate welght of the Cambridge
men was 90 stone 6l 1ba., the average being a little
over 12stone  In the Oxford boat the stroke side
welghed 40 stone 12 1b., and the bow slde 50 stone §
Ib,; in the Cambridge the stroke slde weighed 48
stone 9 1b,, and the bow side 47 stene 114 Ib. Con-
cerning the crews and thelr prospecas, the London
Graphic recently sald :—

Y1t will at once be observed that both boats are
very heavy, conslderably abvove the usoal average,
but In point of arrapgement Oxford has a sligit
gdvantage. The aggregate weight of the light
hlues seems o promise & more serviceable crew
than thelr opponents, for we have always distrusted
monsters; but then the Oxford’s welghts are better
placed in the ship, The Cambridge siroke 1s nearly
the beaviest man in the boat; and good as Mr,
Goldie |g, we regret that he I8 too heavy in propot-
tlon to the men behind him, Mr, Leslle weighs
seven pounds less, aud Is counterbalamced by his
No. 9 petter than Mr. Goldie can be with oniy
eleven stone nine pound in that important place,
With this exception, however, the two orews are
very fairly matched, and were we sure of the Oam-
bridge crew belng able to eure thelr traditional
faults by the day of the race, we should antivipate
for themn another success.”

This halting prediction, it will be seen, has besn
fulfilied.

Loxnon, April 1.—The great boat race for the
champlonship of the Universites came off this
forenoon on the Thames. The course was the
usual ome from Puotney to Mortlake. Both
crews were on the water promptly at the call of
time, and the choice of position was won by the
Oxfords, who took the Middlesex slde of the
river,

Both crews got a splendid start, but Cam-
bridge took a slight lead upon the instant, and
malintained it throughout the race. The tide
was slack and the waler Jumpy.

The race was well contested {rom the start to
the finish, but the result was never in doubt, ns
it was early apparent that the Cambridge men
were the better crew. Cambridge took her
opponent's water at Barnesbridge, and shot
under the arch several lengths ahead. After
passing the bridge, the Oxford started and
slightly decreased the lead of the Cambridge,
which quickly after passed the stake-boat thee
lengths ahead.

The Thine of the Winning Crew
was 23 minutes ¢ seconds. The usual crowds
lined the river banks and filled the bridges.
